Many of the rivers of Spain and France rise in 
the High Pyrenees. Their waters are harnessed to 
supply electric power for railways, for industry 
and for the domestic supply of the surrounding 
countryside. Here, at Artias, where the River 
Garonne leaves Spain for its long flow through 
France, Sociedad Productora de Fuerzas Motrices, 
S.A. have built a new power station. It is 3,700 ft. 
above sea level, and in it BTH equipment is once 
again used to help harness the power of natural 
resources.

75,000-kV.A. waterwheel generators, four 15/241-kV.75-mV A. three-phase transformer 
groups, and 220-kV. 5,000-mV A. airblast switchgear. 

















‘Our Growing Export Trade to Spain 
Worth Fighting For’ 


The Commercial Counsellor at the British Embassy in Madrid contributes this article 
by way of introduction to the digest of his new Economne: Survey of Spatw wohich we 
print on pages 819-839. 


for United Kingdom goods. It is not among our best in Europe, but last year it was a better 

market than any foreign country outside Europe with the exception of the United States, Iraq 
and Venezuela. Our exports have increased substantially although their pattern has changed. This 
is due to the new needs of Spanish industry over the past decade, mainly as a Laren of state action to 
speed up industrialization. This development has shut out the import of many consumer goods, but 
opportunities for capital goods have grown. The scale of these opportunities may be from the 
fact that Spain has recently been achieving a rate of industrial expansion ( modest 
beginnings) only exceeded in Western Europe by Germany. 


Our main competitors — the United States, Germany and France — are showing confidence in the 
Spanish market and paying it much attention. See OO ee of the Defence with 
Spain in 1953 the United States has granted her economic and aid (worth so 
far $500 million).

Se HAS LATELY MADE GREAT PROGRESS in the industrial field and is an important market 
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although a “eo manufacturer of tyres and rubber soy is investing 
capital in a new factory in association with Spanish interests. A United 
Kingdom firm will also now provide designs and ‘know-how’ for the 
manufacture of four-wheel drive utility vehicles, and two others will 
do the same in the internal combustion engine field. 


There is room for more British enterprise of this kind, and this 
export market (worth upwards of £30 million annually) deserves 
careful attention. We have built up in Spain a soundly based and 
valuable trade which we have recently expanded to an encouraging 
degree. The object of this article is to stress the United Kingdom 
interest in increasing our share of this traditional market. But first a 
word about the general, rather unusual conditions in which trade with 
Spain is carried on. 

Because of foreign exchange shortages, Spain conducts her trade 
under a system of bilateral trade and payments agreements. Nearly all 
the countries concerned enforce a bilateral balance in their trade with 
Spain by blocking Spanish earnings of their currencies. The United 

m, in pursuance of her liberal trade and payments policy, 
allows Spain transferability of her sterling earnings; but because the 
United Kingdom buys large quantities of Spanish goods, thus 
enabling Spain to finance imports of goods from the United Kingdom, 
the latter largely holds her own against her European competitors who 
trade bilaterally with Spain. 


United Kingdom Exports Up 


The United Kingdom, in fact, has for long been Spain’s best 
customer. In 1934 she took one-quarter of her exports and supplied 
one-tenth of imports. In 1954 she had reduced to one-sixth her share 
of Spanish exports but still lied one-tenth of imports. The value 
of imports from the United Kingdom in 1954 was £25 million (a 
slight drop on 1953) and the average value of such imports for the 
years 1952-54 was £24.6 million. Since 1954 United Kingdom exports 
have expanded and, in 1956, they exceeded the 1952-54 average by 
over one-quarter. This advance i is the more striking because the great 
frost of February, 1956, laid waste two-thirds of the Spanish orange 
crop and cost the country a £30 million drop in export earnings. 

This calamity seriously cut down Spain’s trade with two of our 
chief competitors, Germany and France, and emphasized the sound 
basis of our trade. Even the Spanish authorities were surprised to find 
that, although Spain’s exports to nearly all countries fell in 1956, her 
exports to the United Kingdom reached a record level. The same was 
true of United Kingdom exports to Spain; and the reason was this: 


Oranges form one-half of Spanish exports to Germany and France. 
The United Kingdom buys many less oranges but more, and a greater 
variety, of other fruits and vegetables over which the weather risk is 
spread. In 1956 we bought fewer oranges than normally, but the drop 
was more than made up by tomatoes and bananas from the frost-free 
Canary Islands or by mainland crops of onions, potatoes and other 
produce grown at seasons, or in conditions, which frost did not affect. 
About one-quarter of our imports consist of minerals, raw materials 
— perenne? non-agricultural items. These are beyond the reach 
of weather. 


The stability which this widespread of products gives to Spain’s 
exports to us is only one of the advantages of our trade with Spain. 
Trade is also encouraged by the complementary nature of the two 
countries’ economies. We supply machines and materials which 
Spain’s new industries need. Our competitors, of course, can do the 
same. Where we have the advantage of them is that we import more 
of Spain’s agricultural products then they do. We take more because, 
with our cold northerly climate and limited agriculture, we have less 
home ion than our more southerly competitors. France must 
buy rian oranges as well as Spanish, and has a great agriculture 
herself. Both France and Germany are wine producers and cannot be 
the great buyers of sherry that we are. With the exception mainly of 
olives and olive oil, the United States has in California all that Spain 
can offer. Moreover, with the general rise in the standard of living in 
almost all countries, fruit and vegetables have become at least con- 
ventional necessities. Spanish producers can ly count on a 
steady and perhaps increasing demand for their products. 

This is the promise of the Spanish market: a soundly based trade 
in which both the United Kingdom and Spain need each other’s 


products; and an expanding trade, in which the United Kingdom is

increasing its share. Does promise differ from practice? What are 
actual selling conditions? Are they easy or hard? What are the hopes 
for the future? Can we go on maintaining and, if possible, increasing 
our share of trade? If we can, in-what fields are our efforts most likel 
to be rewarded? Answers to these questiong are contained in

A word may be said here on the limiting factors. The foreign. trade, 


of Spain is not large. Annual imports are stilfiunder the equi 

£250 million. Foreign trade can expand only as exports are incrt 

to pay for imports. This cannot be done quickly. Spain, does not earn 
enough to pay for all the machinery, raw materials, fuel\and semi- 
manufactures which her industrial programme needs. Strict controls 
limit imports to these essential goods and a few less essential items. 
How are imports shared among-Spain’s trading partners? How is the 
share of these distributed between raw materials, capital and consumer 
goods? Do we do as well as our competitors and, if not, is it our fault? 


Trading Conditions 

All three questions are linked to the fact stated above that, with the 
main exceptions of the United Kingdom. and. the United States, 
Spanish trade is balanced bilaterally. Our competitors sell to Spain to 
the extent, more or less, that they buy from her, and this ensure 
by paying themselves from Spanish earnings of their currency which 
they block. As has been said, Spain’s earnings of sterling are not 


blocked in this way; but since 1953 Spain has undertaken to grant 


licences for the import of United Kingdom goods whi 
as ‘less essential’ up to amounts determined che 
bs her sterling earnings.

Sometimes United Kingdom exporters claim preferential treatment 
on the grounds that the United Kingdom, although Spain’s best 
customer, has not the same assurance as her bilaterally trading 
competitors that Spain will buy as much from the United Kingdom 
as she sells. This claim would be far-fetched in conditions of multi- 
lateral trading, though it commands some sympathy in the bilateral 
framework of Spanish rote se For the import trade in Spain is not 
easy. To obtain an import licence for ‘essential’ or ‘less essential’ 
goods alike requires much effort and patience. ‘There is great com- 
petition. for licences. Applications are scrutinized by a number of 
official departments and weighed against availabilities of foreign 
exchange. But importers of United Kingdom goods are in no worse 
case than importers from other countries among whom the competition 
for licences is as strong or stronger. 


Our Best Export Prospects 


There is, then, already much effort being put into selling our goods 
to Spain - greater effort than can, in conditions of import control, 
always be rewarded. This is no reason why those already selling to 
Spain should relax their efforts, or why newcomers should shy off this 
market. Traditional products can be sold cheaply or better. New lines 
are wanted to take the place of old which will no longer sell because 
other countries make them better or cheaper or because Spain now 
makes them herself. 


The market for consumer goods of the more straightforward kind 
is already greatly restricted because of protection for local industry 
and the need to spend scarce foreign exchange on more essential 
imports. Nor would further liberalization of imports beyond the 
present low level be likely to increase sales prospects in this line 
substantially. But there is still a good market for durable consumer 
goods of the more specialized varieties which are still not made, or

Second O.E.E.C. Conference on 


Nuclear Energy for Management — 


A SECOND Information Conference on Nuclear Energy for Manage- 
ment, as distinct from scientists and research workers, organized by 
the European Productivity Agency of the O.E.E.C., will be held in 
Amsterdam from June 26-29.

Amendments to Two Companies 
Act Forms 


AMENDMENTS to Forms 100 A (Notice to Non-Assenting Share- 
holders) and 100 B (Notice to Transferee Company by Non-assenting 
Shareholders) have been prescribed by the Board of Trade for use 
under Section 209 (2) of the Companies Act, 1948. 


These changes are given statutory effect by the Companies (Forms) 
(Amendment) Order, 1957 (S.I. 1957 No. 606), which can be ob- 
tained from H.M. Stationery Office and branches (price 3d. by post 
5d.). 

Note: Sub-section (1) of Section 209 of the Act, 1948 
provides that if, after shares of one company have been transferred to another 
company under a scheme or contract pursuant to sub-section (1), the trans- 
feree company’s total holding amounts to nine-tenths or more in value 
of the shares, the transferee company shall give notice to the non-assenting 
shareholders, who may then require the transferee company to buy their 
shares. The existing forms, Forms 100A and 100R are appropriate 
in cases where the scheme or contract has been approved by the proportion 
in value of the shareholders laid down in sub-section (1) within the period 
of four months mentioned in that sub-section. The revised forms in the 
Schedule to the Order are appropriate for all cases which come within 
sub-section (2).

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Claims Against Italy Arising 
Out of the War 


In ORDER TO HASTEN the -determination of 


Kingdom 
March 29, 1957, entered into a Memorandum of Understanding with 
the Italian Government providing (inter alia) that no claims by 
United Kingdom nationals can be presented to the Italian 
Government after September 28, 1957.* 

The Italian Government have agreed to communicate their decisions 
on all outstanding claims already presented to them, by March 28, 
1958, and as regards any further new claims which may be received 
by them between the date of the Memorandum and 28, 
1957, will communicate their decision in writing to H.M. Govern- 
ment within 12 calendar months from the date of receipt by the 
Italian Government of such claims. 

If the decision of the Italian authorities is an absolute rejection 
of the claim on legal or factual grounds, or a partial rejection on the 
grounds that no decision can be given in the present state of the 
documentation or on other grounds, H.M. Government may request 
the Italian authorities within six months from the date of the com- 
munication, to re-examine the claim if possible, in the light of the 
fresh documentation provided by the claimant or for other good cause, 
and the Italian Government will communicate to H.M. Government 
their decision on such re-examination within six months of the receipt 
by them of the request for re-examination. 

The Italian Government have agreed that: 

(1) Compensation awarded by them and accepted by the claimant 
will be paid within 120 days of the receipt by the Italian 
Ministry of the Treasury of the completed appropriate accept- 
ance documents. 

(2) Awards of compensation made by the Anglo-Italian Conciliation 
Commission will be paid within 90 days of the receipt by the 
Italian Ministry of the Treasury of the completed appropriate 
documents. 

Compensation will, under Article 78 of the Treaty, be payable in 
lire in Italy and will be subject to the foreign ge control 
regulations which may be in force in Italy from time to time. 

British property owners who have suffered war-loss or damage in 
Italy and have not yet claimed compensation under Article 78 of 
the Treaty and now wish to do so, are advised that they must submit 
their claims before September 28, 1957, direct to the:

Rome. 

Claimants who have already submitted claims direct to the Italian 
Government, or who now intend to do so are invited to send two 
copies of their claim to the British Embassy, Villa Wolkonsky, Via 
Conte Rosso 25, Rome, for purposes of record. 

In cases where H.M. Government are satisfied that for reason 
the claimant is unable to ascertain the loss or damage or to 
compile the necessary supporting documentation within the time limit 
laid down, the claim may be submitted through H.M. Government 
within. the time limit in an incomplete state. In such cases the docu- 
mentation or the final claim must be presented through H.M. Govern- 
ment to the Italian Government within six months of the said time 
limit, i.e. not later than March 28, 1958. 

A certificate of the British Nationality of the claimant is required 
by the Italian authorities, and claimants in the United Kingdom who 
have already submitted claims direct to the Italian Government with- 
out such certificate, or wish to submit new claims within the above 
time limit, should communicate with Claims Daan. Foreign 
Office, 7 Carlton Gardens, London, S.W.1, regarding the issue of 
this certificate. Claimants living outside the United Kingdom should 
apply to the nearest British Consul. Notes for guidance on the prepara- 
tion of claims can be obtained from the above Department.

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World Exports of Manufactures 
in 1956 


PROVISIONAL FIGURES are now available of the value of world 
oom of manufactures* in 1956. These are subject to revision as 
ony ies nclude a fair amount of estimation, especially for those countries, 

the United States, whose nati trade classifications differ 
from ‘ae Standard International Trade Classification. 

The value of world exports of manufactures is eplonally 
estimated at U.S.$38,545 million in 1956, 14 per cent. higher than 
in 1955. United exports of manufactures in 1956 were 

10 per cent. higher by value than in 1955. 

The United Kingdom’s share of world exports of manufactures 
in 1956 was 19-0 per cent., compared with 19-7 per cent. in 1955. 
There was no substantial change on the recorded figures in the rate 
at which our share has been falling in recent years. When allowances 
are made for the effects of dock strikes on the 1954 and 1955 figures 
and when silver bullion repayments to the United States are excluded 
from the 1956 figures, the rate of decline in 1956 was, however, less 
than in 1955, although rather greater than in earlier years, viz. :

Germany's share of world trade in manufactures continued to 
increase throughout 1956.

Netherlands.

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United Kingdom Balance of 
Payments in 1956 


A WHITE PAPER on the United Kingdom Balance of Payments 
(Cmd. 122)*, published on April 4, shows that in 1956 the United 
Kingdom earned a surplus on current account of £233 million 
(£154 million in the first half and £79 million.in the second). This 
figure includes £23 million of defence aid. It compares with a deficit 
of £79 million in 1955 (a surplus of £23 million in first half and a 
deficit of £102 million in the second half). The 1955 figure included 
£44 million of United States Defence Aid. Virtually the whole of the 
improvement in the two years lay in the export-import relationship. 
The excess of imports over exports fell from £359 million to 
£59 million, between the two years. 

The current balance by regions shows that the 1956 current surplus 
was made up of a surplus with overseas sterling countries of 
£280 million and a deficit of £51 million with all other countries 
(the non-sterling world). 


The long-term capital account consisis of two main classes of 
transaction. First, the £51 million paid out in Government loans and 
repayments, and second, the £140 million net other long-term capital 
movements, a total of £191 million. The characteristic of these two 
items is that they are identifiable governmental or long-term private 
capital movements belonging more to the normal commercial life of 
this country, than to its special position as a monetary or banking 
centre. They are therefore placed alongside the current account, 
which describes current commercial transactions. In the ‘Economic 
Survey,’ the sum of the two items is called “The Commercial Balance.’ 
The net receipts from current transactions (+£233 million) and net 
payments on long-term capital account (—191 million) gives a 
combined ‘commercial’ lus of approximately £42 million. This 
compares with a deficit of £242 million in 1955. 


Reserves and Overseas Holdings 


The most important item in the movement of banking assets and 
liabilities in 1956 was a fall of £132 million in the sterling holdings. of 
other (non-sterling) countries. Such a fall means a reduced liability 
for the United Kingdom, but it involves reduced assets, reduced 
reserves, also. Other, lesser miscellaneous items bring the minus 
figure under this head to £236 million. Against this, the ‘commercial’ 
surplus of £42 million has to be set. The resulting deficit is an indica- 
tion of how much the reserves would have fallen if, in December, 
special measures were not taken to fortify the reserves. In that month 
we drew £201 million from the International Monetary Fund.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament. 


Wednesday April 3 
Distribution of Hungarian Assets 


The President of the Board of Trade, Sir David Eccles, was asked 
whether he would make a statement about the distribution of 
Hungarian assets by the Administrator of Hungarian Property to 
United Kingdom creditors of Hungary. 

He replied that the rate of the First and Final Dividend in the 
Distribution would be decided and announced at the beginning of 
June. Payment would begin shortly thereafter. 


Thursday April 4 


Imports Qualifying for Imperial Preference 

Asked to state the total value of imports from Commonwealth 
countries which enjoyed Imperial Preference in the year ended 
March 31, 1956, the President said he regretted that the statistics 
could not be collated without an immense amount of work which he 
was unwilling to place upon the Departments concerned, but in 
round figures about one-half of the United Kingdom's imports from 
the Commonwealth had benefit of Imperial Preference. 


Value of Dutiable Imports 

Asked to state the total value of imports subjected to the general ad 
valorem duty of 10 per cent. in the year ended March 31, 1956, and 
the total value subjected to all rates of duty under the Import Duties 
Act, the President replied that the answer to the first part of the 
Question was £259,000,000: the answer to the second part was 
£463,700,000 in respect of all goods liable to ad valorem duties under 
the Import Duties Act. The value of goods liable to specific duties was 
not available, but the yield of those duties was about £5 million during 
the period in question out of a total yield of £67 million from all goods 
liable under the Act. 

When the President was further asked the total value of imports 
subject to protective duties in the year ended March 31, 1956, he 
replied that the total value of goods entered for home use in the year 
and on which protective duties were paid was as follows:

Tuesday April 9 
Trade with China 


The President was asked if he would clarify the operation of 
Exceptions Procedure in respect of the licensing of exports to China 
in so far as it was not normally applicable to goods on the Soviet bloc 
lists or to goods on those lists before revision in 1954; and if a list of 
goods now affected by Exceptions Procedure had been published. 

The Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. Derek Walker-Smith, 
replied that goods which were on the Soviet bloc lists before 
October 1954, or were on those lists now, could only be licensed in 
the most exceptional circumstances, or where only minimum quan- 
tities were involved. For items which were never on the Soviet bloc 
lists exceptional licences were granted more freely. The answer to the 
second part of the Question was ‘No, Sir.’ 


Board of Trade Offices in Scotland 


The President was asked if he was aware of the loss which would 
be inflicted on the international and other trade carried on by Scottish 
firms and businesses by the closing down of his department’s offices 
in Scotland; if, instead of closing these offices, he would consider 
transferring them to Aberdeen, which was easy of access to and by the 
whole north of Scotland; in the meantime, if he would make a detailed 
statement of his plans indicating how the functions of his department’s 
offices would, in future, be discharged; and how would he compensate 
Scottish firms and businesses by alternative services. 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. F. J. 
Erroll, said the Board’s Office for Scotland, which was in Glasgow, 
and the district office in Inverness, would not be closed. The President 
was satisfied that the closure of the district offices in Edinburgh and 
Dundee could be effected without harm to the services which the 
Board provided to Scottish industry; in particular, the services of the 
district office in Inverness would continue to be available for firms in 
the north of Scotland. 


Gordon Hotels Limited 


Asked what action the President proposed to take upon his 
inspectors’ report upon the affairs of Gordon Hotels Limited, Mr. 
Erroll replied: ‘None, Sir.’ 


Hire-Purchase Price Tickets 

The President was asked whether he was aware of the misleading 
price tickets frequently exhibited in shops specializing in hire-purchase 
and credit sale transactions, when the emphasis was placed on the 
low initial payment and the total cost and interest rates charged were 
ignored, or printed in smaller figures ; and whether he would introduce 
legislation to make it obligatory that all advertisements and price 
tickets of goods for sale by instalments showed the price for cash and 
the interest rates charged where deferred payment was arranged, as 
well as the amount of the initial deposit, number and amount of later 
payments. 

Mr. Erroll replied that the Advertisements (Hire-Purchase) Bill 
which was now before the House dealt with this subject. 


Rhodesian Tobacco Leaf 


Mr. Walker-Smith said the President had no reason to doubt, from 
the assurances he had received from the United Kingdom tobacco 
manufacturers, that it was their intention to increase the purchase of 
good quality Rhodesian leaf, if it was available, in each of the next 
three years. 


Trade with East Germany 


The President was asked whether he was aware that a number of 
our allies in the North Atlantic Treaty Organization who had no 
official relations with the East German Government had semi-official 
trade or payments agreements with East German commercial agencies; 
and what steps he would take to encourage similar agreements to 
facilitate the exchange of goods between this country and East 
Germany. 

Mr. Walker-Smith replied that the agreements of which he was 
aware were unofficial; and the initiative for any similar agreement on 
our side rested with the representative trade organizations rather than 
with the Government. 


Copyright Act 

Asked when the President intended to bring the provisions of the 
Copyright Act, 1956, into operation, Mr. Erroll referred the questioner 
to the answer given on February 21. The President was consulting 
interested i on the terms of the subordinate legislation 
which he would have to make before the Act could operate in the 
United Kingdom. (See Board of Trade Yournal for March 2, page 455.) 
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Misleading Descriptions of Goods 


Asked what steps the President proposed taking by legislation or 
otherwise to protect the public against inferior quality textiles being 
sold as top quality, Mr. Erroll replied that powers already existed 
under the Merchandise Marks Acts to prosecute traders who applied 
false or misleading trade descriptions to goods by wrongly attributing 
to them recognized standards of quality. 

Leipzig Trade Fair 

A Member asked if the President was aware that business worth 
nearly $1,000,000,000 was done by the German Democratic Republic 
at the Leipzig Trade Fair; that much of this trade was done with 
countries having no political or diplomatic relations with this Govern- 
ment; what amount of this trade was done by British industry; and 
what action he proposed to take to extend this trade. 

Mr. Derek Walker-Smith said he was aware of the press reports 
of the business transacted at the Leipzig Fair. He had no means of 
gauging how much of this was done by British firms. As regards the 
last part of the question, he referred the Member to the answer given 
on February 26. (See under ‘Trade with East Germany,’ Board of Trade 
Journal, March 2, page 456.) 


Cars Bartered for Sild 


Asked for a statement on his department’s proposals for licensing 
on a recent barter deal involving imports of sild from Norway in 
return for the sale of cars, Mr. Derek Walker-Smith replied that sild 
might be imported from Norway under Open General Licence. No 
special authorization from the Board of Trade was therefore required 
for the deal described. 


New Tourist Shopping Guide Issued 


To help sales staffs to welcome and assist overseas visitors and 
thus promote sales, the British Travel and Holidays Association has 
just published a booklet entitled Tourist Shopping Guide. 

This booklet gives full details of special shopping facilities for 
overseas visitors, including the Personal and Retail Export Schemes; 
listings under individual countries of Customs concessions granted 
to visitors from those territories; a table of exchange rates; informa- 
tion on exchanging travellers’ cheques, postage overseas, packing 
charges and insurance; and a table giving the American, Canadian and 
Continental equivalents to English sizes and measures.

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Further Rise in Hire-Purchase Debt in February © 


THE TOTAL hire-purchase debt continued to rise in February as a 
result of increased advances by finance houses for motor vehicles. 
A small fall —- probably seasonal —in the debt owing to retailers for 
household goods was more than counterbalanced by the rise in the 
debt owing to finance houses; as a result there was an increase of 
2 per cent. in the total debt between January and February. 

The seasonal fall in hire-purchase sales of household goods between 
January and February was slightly more marked this year at 4 per 
cent. compared with 3 pe: cent. last year. Hire-purchase sales of 
these goods, however, were still 4 per cent. higher than a year ago, 
though the proportion sold on hire-purchase during the rnonth was 
27 per cent. of the total saies compared with a percentage of 30 last 
year. 

The direct hire-purchase business of finance houses continued to 
rise in February, reflecting further increases in credit advances for 
various types of motor vehicles. 


Furniture and Furnishings 


Hire-purchase sales of furniture and furnishings shops in February 
were 4 per cent. higher than a year ago, the seasonal fall between 
January and February being 6 per cent. compared with 8 per cent. 
in 1956. The proportion of goods sold on hire-purchase remained as 
in January, at 37 per cent. of the total sales of these shops, a proportion 
which was somewhat lower than during most of last year. 


Hardware, Radio and Electrical Goods 


Hire-purchase sales of hardware, radio and electrical goods shops 
(including co-operative societies, and gas and electricity showrooms) 
were 1 per cent. lower than in January, whereas last year there was a 
rise of 7 per cent. between January and February. Hire-purchase 
sales in February were, however, 4 per cent. higher than those of a 
year ago, while the proportion of goods sold by these shops on hire- 


purchase has remained steady since December and has varied very 
little since the beginning of 1956. 

There were similar trends in the February hire-purchase sales of 
radio and electrical goods. These decreased by 9 per cent. below the 
January figure, while there was a rise of 2 per cent. in the same period 
last year. The proportion of goods scid on hire-purchase by these 
shops, however, remained the sarne as in January. 


Finance Houses 


There was a further increase in the velue of the new credit extended 
by finance houses direct to hirers for February when the total figure 
was 17 per cent. higher than a year ago, and 3 per cent. above its 
January 1957 level. Credit advances for new cars, motor-cycles and 
caravans were respectively 24, 7 and 8 per cent. higher than in January, 
and 20, 96 and 45 per cent. higher a year ago, while es 
for second-hand cars, which reached a high level in January, rose by 
a further 1 per cent. and were 78 per cent. above the level of February 
1956. Advances by finance houses for household goods continued 
below the level of a year ago and also declined from the higher January 


level. 


Hire-Purchase Debt 


The hire-purchase debt continued to rise in February and was about 
2 per cent. higher than in the previous month. The slight seasonal fall 
in hire-purchase sales of household between January and 
February was reflected in a decrease of some 2 per cent. in the debt 
owing to retailers, but an increase of about 7: per cent. in the debt 
owing to finance houses resulted in an increase in the total debt. 

The combined hire-purchase debt owing to retailers and finance 
houses at the end of February is estimated to have been at least 
£369 million as compared with a corresponding estimate of at least 
£361 million at the end of 1956.

Notes on Wholesale Price Index Numbers (June 30, 1949 = 100) 


1. The indices are in most cases given to the nearest first place 
of decimals. The sample nature of price index numbers is, however, 
such that these figures will ordinarily have little significance; they 
are included to facilitate any further calculations which may be made 
with the index numbers, and to avoid concealing small month-to- 
month movements. 

2. The run of index numbers published each month in this series 
covers thirteen months only, Available index numbers for previous 
months, or for ies no longer published every month, can 
be obtained on application to the address below. 

3. In determining the weights to be used in calculating indices 
which combine the price movements of several commodities, the 
value of the sales or purchases of commodities for which no price 
series are available is suitably imputed to the price series that are 
available. 

4. The index numbers of the output of broad sectors of industry 
relate only to the output sold outside these sectors. Products trans- 
ferred between firms within these sectors are excluded. Similarly, 
in the case of index numbers for groups of commodities produced by 
United Kingdom industries, products transferred between firms 
within such industries are excluded. Prices of exports are included 
where these are avai ‘ 

5. The indices for commodities and groups of commodities 
produced in the United Kingdom are based on producers’ ‘ex-works’ 
prices unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver, in which 
case ‘delivered’ prices aré used. The prices are exclusive of purchase 
tax, but include any subsidy paid to or duty paid by the producer. 

6. The description of the items in the commodity series are those 
for which quotations are currently obtained. Where changes have

Note on Debt Owing to Retailers: As 


co-operative societies report only their total hire-purchase debt, their figures are included only in the Total 


owing to household goods shops and not in the individual kinds of business. 


Table 1 shows the trends in hire-purchase sales (however financed) 
of household goods shops. Sales are measured at the retail value of 
the goods, including deposits. In view of their differing accounting 
arrangements, retailers are given the option of either including or 
excluding credit charges in their figures of hire-purchase sales. 

Below are tentative estimates, subject to revision, of the average 
weekly value of goods sold on hire-purchase in December 1955 
(£ million): 

Furniture and furnishings, 3-2. 

Hardware, radio and electrical goods shops, electricity and gas 
showrooms, 2:1. 

Department stores, 0-4 (of which about 0-25 is furniture). 

Total, household goods shops, 5-7. 

Table 2 shows the relationship between the hire-purchase sales 
and the total retail sales of the shops concerned. 

Table 3 shows trends in the amount of new credit extended each 
calendar month by finance houses on hire-purchase agreements 
financed directly by them, that is, agreements which they enter into 
with hirers, including retailers’ customers. This business does not 
include agreements made between retailers and their customers 
which have been lodged by them with finance houses for discounting. 
The credit extended by finance houses is the hire-purchase price of 
the goods less deposits and includes credit charges. 

New hire-purchase credit extended in the calendar month of 
December 1955, by finance houses reporting to the Board of Trade 


was ({£ million): 
Private cars (new), 2-82, and (used), 3-45; commercial motor 
vehicles, 2:93; motor cycles, ete, 0-94; caravans, 0-21; farm 


equipment and tractors, 0-46; industrial and building plant and 
equipment, 1-05; furniture, furnishings and floor coverings, 0-35; 
radio, television, musical instruments, 1-16; domestic appliances, 
0-32; and all goods, 14-54, 


It must be emphasized that these figures do not refer to all finance 
houses, but only to those reporting to the Board. However, it is 
believed that a high proportion of the hire-purchase business of 
finance houses is covered by the reporting companies. 


New hire-purchase credit extended by finance houses for furniture 
and furnishings, radio, television, musical instruments and domestic 
appliances, that is, for household goods, are a part of the value of 
goods sold on hire-purchase by household goods shops (Table 1). 


Table 4 shows the average value per agreement of new hire-purchase 
credit extended each month by finance houses for the various categories 
of vehicles. A single agreement may cover more than one vehicle. 


Table 5 shows trends in the combined hire-purchase debt owing to 
retailers and finance houses at the end of each month. The first part 
of the table shows trends in the value of hire-purchase debt owing to 
retailers on agreements entered into between customers and retailers. 
These agreements may be entirely financed by the retailer and held 
by him or they may subsequently be discounted by a finance house; 
in either case the amounts from the customer are included 
in the figures of debt owing to retailers. The table also shows trends 
in the value of hire-purchase debt owing to finance houses on agree- 
ments entered into between customers and finance houses; excluding, 
that is, agreements entered into between customers and retailers and 
discounted by finance houses, The debt owing to finance houses, thus 
defined, is additive with the debt owing to retailers. 
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Output and Employment in Cotton Industry 


in February 


THE siGNs of increased activity in the cotton industry which were 
apparent in the last quarter of 1956, continued in January and February 
when the volume of production regained the level of January-February 
1956, despite the setback in production of man-made fibre and mixture 
cloths in the second half of 1956. 

According to figures made available by the Cotton Board, the 
numbers employed in the spinning and doubling sections of the 
industry were about the same at the end of February as at the end

of January, but there was an increase of about 500 in the numbers 
employed in the weaving section. 


The rate of production of woven cloth in February was 3 per cent. 
more than in the same month last year, wholly accounted for by an 
increase in cotton cloth. The rate of output of single yarns was 4 per 
cent. greater than in February a year ago, and within the total spun 
rayon and mixture yarns were 10 per cent. higher.

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Output and Employment in Wool Textile Industry 
in February 


THE VOLUME of production in the wool textile industry in February 
was 10 per cent. less than in January, but this conceals an increase 
in the rate of production which becomes apparent when allowance 
is made for the number of working days in each month — 23 in January 
against 20 in February. In the first two months of this year output 
was 3 per cent. greater than in the corresponding period of 1956. 

Figures issued by the Wool Industry Bureau of Statistics show 
that the numbers employed in the industry increased by over 1,000, 
a much larger increase than in February 1956. 

Taking January and February together, deliveries of woven wool 
fabrics (excluding blankets) were 2 per cent. more than in the same

SPAIN’S RAPIDLY EXPANDING ECONOMY is the key to trade 
opportunities in the market. Industrial production has grown two 
and a half times since 1929 and the extent, as well as the speed, of 
industrialization is impressive, particularly in the past decade when 
the close of the World War permitted expansion. The following 
table of indices of industrial production bears this out:

The years from 1950 to 1956 saw in particular a great expansion 
of electric power production which doubled to some 14,000 kWH. 
The official targets are 15,500 kWH. by 1958 and 22,500 by 1963.

instrument of the Government in promoting industrialization, 
particularly in fields of which private interest was shy (because of 
heavy capital requirements and long-deferred profitability), has been 
the official Instituto Nacional de Industria (I.N.1.) which was set up 
in 1941.

and weather. Severe droughts, which are not uncommon, have in the 
past caused one-tenth of foreign exchange earnings to be spent on 
imports of wheat in which the country, in years of good harvest, is 
self-sufficient. Frost damage, too, can sometimes be considerable. 
Even so, substantial increases in agricultural output over the past 
five years have been made, particularly in the production of rice 
and cotton, and, in this, official price and investment policies, the 
great increase in the grant of credits to agriculturalists, and State 
stimulation of fertilizer production, have all played their part. 


Total agricultural investment has nearly doubled since 1948, and 
much progress has been made in irrigation and afforestation. A further 
increase of the irrigated area (at present one-tenth of the total cultivated 
land is irrigated) is the most hopeful long-term solution to the Spanish 
agricultural problem, but this requires large capital of which Spain 
is short. Much can be done in the unirrigated area by land reform, 
crop rotation, increased use of fertilizers, increase in livestock and 
improved communications, and the Spanish authorities are tackling

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many of these problems with determination. But only limited success 
has attended Spanish efforts to diversify exports, particularly in the 
field of manufactures, and she must mainly rely on agricultural 
products of which the output will tend to vary. But even here, a 
rising trend may be anticipated. 

Nevertheless, some new factors haveyrecently worked to Spain’s 
advantage in permitting an increase in rts. Firstly, United States 
economic aid has made possible large imports of raw materials, as 
well as manufactures, paid for in pesetas so that no call is made upon 
Spain’s dollar availabilities. Secondly, improved harvests from 1954 
to 1956, together with a better supply of fertilizers, have greatly 
reduced the need for wheat imports (which were at one time a con- 
siderable drain on Spain’s foreign exchange resources), Thirdly, 
Spain has managed over the past five years to buy a large volume of 
capital goods on long-term credit. Lastly, foreign exchange earnings 
from Spain’s tourist trade have grown considerably. If tourist trade 
receipts in 1956 reached, as was expected, the equivalent of from 
£35-£40 million, they would have paid for about one-sixth of Spanish 
imports. 

Spain’s T Partners 

Before the Civil War the United Kingdom, France, Germany and 
the United States were, in that order, Spain’s principal customers 
and between them bought nearly 60 per cent. of her exports. In 
return, these four countries supplied > age with 45 per cent. of her 
total needs, the United States being the Tver ay source of supply 
(16-5 per cent.), followed pda Germany (11), the United Kingdom 
(10- ae and France (7-6). After the Second World War there were 

three important but temporary changes in vere s pattern of trade: 

the suspension of trade with Germany after 1944, a decline in imports 
from the United States during 1947 and 1948 owing to Spain’s dollar 
shortage, and the inability of France to recover her pre-war trading 
position with Spain. While the difficulties in the way of resuming 
or expanding her trade with these three countries continued, Spain 
sought to trade in other directions in order to procure much 
needed , raw materials and other essential goods. She 
negotiated a series of trade and payments agreements with a number

in Ge fact OT ee industrialization programme, which 
aims at making the country self-sufficient in many of those com- 
modities in which she was formerly dependent on supplies from 
abroad, what are the future prospects for the United Kingdom ex- 
porter? In what fields do his greatest opportunities now lie? 


The previous table suggests the answer to these questions. (Those 
items which show that our exports are steady or declining need no 
comment.) The most striking expansion of our exports is in the field 
of manufactured goods. Here the main increase is in machinery and 
vehicles, the share of which in our trade from 1953 to 1956 increased 
by nearly one-half. It is also worth noting that the rising trend in 
Spain’s imports in this field from all countries is similarly marked. In 
1951 machinery and vehicles represented 15-7 per cent. of Spain’s 
total imports: by 1955 they accounted for 27 per cent. This trend will, 
no doubt, continue, 

It would, however, be difficult to predict the future course of 
Spanish purchases in the general field of machinery and vehicles. ‘The 
prospects for the latter are problematical. With 
mses pth age sony, rman tractors, there is strict control of 
imports (al ve. i to meet growing demand). 
In the car field, there is still considerable room for imports, although 
the market is likely to decline. The same may be said of lorries, but 
for some years to come national production will be unable to meet 
requirements, especially for larger types. There will be growing 
emphasis on chassis and component parts for assembly. There will 
be occasional good opportunities for aircraft.

(i) The right to compulsory expropriation of land for factory sites. 

(ii) A reduction of up to 50 per cent. in State taxation and stamp 
duties. 

(iii) A State guarantee of a minimum annual yield of 4 per cent. per 
annum on the capital invested up to a maximum capital of 
pesetas 1,000 million. If the dividend distributed exceeds 7 per 
cent. the State receives half of the excess as a kind of tax, but 
subject to the limitation that it may not receive more than it 
would have been entitled to receive in taxation if the firm had 
not been declared of national interest. The amount so received, 
however, must not exceed the amount of taxation normally 
payable by the firm involved. 

(iv) Reduced import duties on equipment required if this is not 
available in Spain. 

These privileges apply for an initial period of 15 years which may 
be extended by further five-yearly periods. A firm enjoying them must 
accept a measure of official intervention in its operations. The value 
of the fixed capital is assessed by Government experts and a proportion 
of output may be compulsorily placed on the home market at a fixed 
price. When established satisfactorily a firm may contract out of the 
provisions of the Decree and State intervention is then withdrawn. 


Control of New Industries 


No new industrial venture may be set up nor any established one 
extend or change its activities without the authority of the Ministry of 
Industry.

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Customs Tariff and Regulations 





Customs Duties in Spain are on a weight basis and expressed in 
gold pesetas. They are payable in paper pesetas at a surcharge which 
is fixed monthly by the Ministry of Finance. Although in theory 
liable to change each month, the premium on the gold pesetas in fact 
remained unaltered at 257-70 per cent. from 1941 until April 1956, 
when it was raised to 615-40 per cent. This means that, for Customs 
purposes, one gold peseta is worth 7-154 paper pesetas. A further tax 
(usos y consumos), corresponding to purchase tax in the United King- 
dom, is charged on goods of any category which would be liable to 
the local usos y consumos levy. Rates vary according to the type of 
merchandise. 


A surcharge (fondo de retorno) is payable on goods imported under 
a licence sin divisas ni compensacion, a phrase which means that no 
foreign currency has been allotted by the Spanish monetary authorities 
nor is any barter arrangement involved. This surcharge is usually 
based on the difference between the official rate of exchange and the 
special import rate relating to the goods concerned. Spanish firms 
officially classified as ‘of interest to the national economy’ enjoy 
concessions, and in some cases exemption, in respect of Customs 
duties on capital goods and equipment imported. In particular, the 
Instituto Nacional de Industria and its many dependencies derive 
considerable benefit under this dispensation. 


Documents required by the Customs for shipments to Spain are: 
oill of lading, commercial invoices and import licence. A certificate 
of origin bearing a Spanish consular visa is required for certain goods, 
including motor vehicles, and an exporter should ascertain whether it 
is called for in respect of any shipment he intends to make. Spanish 
legislation enacts that a certificate extended in any language other than 
Spanish or French must be accompanied by a translation into either 
of these two languages.

As regards the importation of samples and catalogues, Spain has 
signified her adhesion to the Geneva Convention of November 7, 
1952, with certain reserves relating to the temporary import of 
vehicles, apparatus and machinery for trade fairs. By this Convention 
samples of no value which are for legitimate trading purposes 
proceed from signatory countries (among which is the United King- 
dom) may enter free of Customs duties or excise and without an import 
licence. The authorities retain the right to ensure that such samples 
are not used as merchandise. Samples of value entering under franchise 
may only be imported for exhibition with the object of promoting 
sales, but may not be sold or utilized for gain and are subject to re- 
export within six months. A guarantee for a sum not exceeding the 
approximate amount of Customs duties may be required. Catalogues, 
price lists and analogous material may enter free of Customs duties 
provided they are for legitimate trading, do not include more than 
one copy of each document concerned or, alternatively, do not exceed 
one kilogramme in gross weight. Exemption is forfeited if the material 
fails to mention clearly the name of the firm concerned or if it is sent 
in bulk for subsequent redistribution to various destinations. 

Films not exceeding 16 mm. in size sent for publicity purposes must, 
to qualify for exemption, relate to goods for sale or pire to 
firms in Spain and appropriate for exhibition to prospective 
customers but not to the public in general. Only one copy of a film or 
films may be sent as a sample and there can be no further consign- 
ments.

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Good Results from British Exhibits 
at Amsterdam Household Fair 


WHEN THE ‘HUISHOUDBEURS’ (HOUSEHOLD FAIR) in Amster- 
dam closed on March 31 after nine days, the British pavilion had been 
visited by more than 80,000 people, a result which astonished everyone 
concerned and perhaps not least the organizers. A great deal of interest 
was shown over the venture in the Dutch press, radio and TV, and 
there was much favourable comment. Good business was done and 
the Dutch public was much impressed by what they saw of British 
products. A remark heard many times was ‘We did not know Britain 
made all these things.’ 


Interest in U.K. Furniture 


The Design Stand which was organized by Messrs. C. van Staal 
of Amsterdam, who also undertook the management of the pavilion, 
was the largest feature in the British section and showed the products 
of some 170 British firms. A charge of between £5-£10 was made 
for each article displayed, and in this way a large variety of products 
could be shown to the public at very moderate cost to the individual 
manufacturer. At peak hours the small staff on the stand could not 
handle all the inquiries received. There was much interest in the 
modern British furniture. Another attraction was the English Country 
Cheese Council’s stand, where nine varieties of English cheese were 
offered. There was always a crowd of Dutch housewives at the stand 
acquiring a taste for Stilton, Cheshire or Caerphilly, and the stand 
made a useful contribution to the success of the Cheese Council’s 
campaign here. The Dutch were taken by surprise at the thought of 
English cheese being sold in Holland, and the element of audacity 
in the enterprise added greatly to its impact. English cheese is now on 
sale and being bought in quantity in the best shops in Amsterdam, 
The Hague and Rotterdam. 


‘Do it Yourself’ Carpentry 

Two other stands which aroused particular interest were those of 
Elliott of London showing power driven ‘do-it-yourself’ carpentry 
sets and the miniature electric Triang train layout arranged by Firma 
Beutler, the local agents of Lines Bros. 


The section proved that such a display can be a useful and economical 
means of publicizing British exports for the Dutch market.

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252 British Firms at Utrecht 
Spring Fair 


THE 68TH UTRECHT INTERNATIONAL SPRING FAIR was opened 
on April 2 and closed on Thursday. The Fair was somewhat smaller 
than last year’s, mainly because of a decision by the manufacturers 
of machinery for the building industry and equipment for mining 
and road-building to participate only once in two years. On the other 
hand, this year for the first time there was a section devoted to the 
shipbuilding industry. 

With the new Juliana Hall in full use the Fair this year covered 
a total area of 44,000 square metres, and the number of firms taking 
part was 2,800, compared with 3,254 at the last Spring Fair. The 
Fair, as usual, had a strong international character, although it was, 
of course, primarily intended to provide a central market for Dutch 
industry and, as usual, the greatest number of firms exhibiting 
(1,418) were Dutch. West Germany was the second largest contributor 
with 545 entries. The number of British firms represented was 252. 
Other foreign countries represented were the United States 90 firms, 
Switzerland 90, Belgium 88, France 72, Sweden 41, Austria 37, 
Czechoslovakia 34, with a number of other countries having a few 
entries. 

The ‘International Section’ was housed as last year on the first 
floor of the new Juliana Hall on the Croeselaan site. The principal 
stands in the pavilion were held by the United Kingdom, Belgium, 
Canada, Czechoslovakia, Mexico, Switzerland, Italy and Austria. 
The United States and West Germany had no national pavilion but 
occupied information stands in other sections of the Fair. There was 
also a special information bureau staffed by C.I.H.A.N., the Nether- 
lands Central Institute for the Promotion of Foreign Trade, and once 
again the Dutch service had a number of their Commercial Officers 
from posts abroad on duty in the Fair to provide expert advice. 


Board of Trade Stand and U.K. Exhibits 


The Board of Trade official information stand, on the first floor 
of the Juliana Hall, was designed to illustrate the importance of 
research in the development of British industry. The principal 
feature of the stand was the latest electrical discharge detector manu- 
factured by Messrs. Hivolt Limited, an apparatus based on research 
work carried out by the Electrical Research Association of Great 
Britain. The equipment is able to provide a non-destructive test of 
insulating materials and to show up flaws in materials or components 
not usually discoverable by conventional methods. A representative 
of Messrs. Hivolt Limited gave demonstrations during the period of 
the Fair. The British Stand, of course, had the usual trade enquiry 
office to answer questions about the entire range of British exports. 
A programme of British films was also shown each day for an hour 
to lunchtime audiences in the new cinema next to the Bernhard Hall. 
The films dealt with the development of Britain’s atomic power 
programme, mechanical handling for industry and the British aircraft 
industry. 

British products were on show in all the main sections of the Fair. 
There were 41 firms showing in the industrial equipment and electro- 
technical section on the Croeselaan site. A further 43 firms were 
represented in the important section comprising raw materials and 
semi-manufactured articles, particularly plastics for industrial 
purposes in the Bernhard Hall. There were a further 14 firms in the 
section dealing with building materials and equipment for the factory, 
office and home, and a large number of British firms in the halls on 
the Vredenburg site, covering household articles, heating and cooking 
apparatus, toys, leather goods and sports articles, perfumery, cosmetics, 
jewellery and clocks and watches. British caravans, which are now 
becoming increasingly popular in Holland, were on display in impres- 
sive numbers and aroused much interest. 

One of the largest features in the Spring Fair was the display by 
the Netherlands textile industry on the Vredenburg site where 55 
Dutch textile factories, together with two Belgian firms, displayed 
textiles of all kinds, ready-made clothing and fashion goods. 

The Utrecht Spring Fair has again proved its attraction as the 
main commercial exhibition of the year in Holland and it has value, 
not only in relation to the Dutch market, but also for the whole West 
European market, since many buyers attend the Fair from Belgium, 
France, Western Germany and Scandinavia. 
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Documentary Proof of Import of 
Turkish Sultanas 


SINCE Last September, the Turkish authorities have required 
documentary proof that sultanas exported from Turkey to countries 
which are members of the European Payments Union have been 
imported into the country for which they were destined. To meet 
these requirements United Kingdom importers of sultanas have had 
to supply Turkish shippers with certificates legalized by the Turkish 
Consul on payment of a fee. 

The Board of Trade have now been informed by the Turkish 
Embassy in London that the Turkish Ministry of Economy and 
Commerce no longer require the legalization of such certificates in 
respect of exports of sultanas destined for E.P.U. countries in which 
Turkey is represented by a Commercial Counsellor or Attache. In 
future it will be sufficient for United Kingdom importers to submit, 
with a covering letter, the documents issued by H.M. Customs and 
Excise, proving payment of Customs import duties and taxes, to the 
Turkish Commercial Counsellor’s office at 43 Belgrave Square, 
London, S.W.1, within two months of the date of shipment from 
Turkey. The documents in question will be visaed free of charge by 
the Turkish Embassy and forwarded direct to the appropriate Turkish 
authorities. 


Payment for Goods Exported to Saudi Arabia 


IN vIEW of the present acute shortage of exchange in Saudi Arabia, 
United Kingdom exporters are advised not to ship to that country 
on a collective basis until further notice. . 

The Saudi Monetary Agency has decreed that when local banks 
receive bills for collection, they must obtain a 30 per cent. deposit 
from importers as a guarantee, until a Customs receipt for duty can 
be presented. The Monetary Agency is unwilling to provide exchange 
for imports through or from Bahrain, but so far Bahrain transit trade 
has not been unduly affected, as Saudi importers are paying with 
free market dollars. The Saudi rial, which was normally 1-2 to the 
rupee, has now dropped to 1-05.

A NEW ZEALAND Trade Delegation, led by Mr. Keith Holyoake, 
Deputy Prime Minister and Minister of Agriculture, and accom- 
panied by Sir Clifton Webb, the High Commissioner for New Zea- 
land, was received on Monday by the President of the Board of 
Trade, Sir David Eccles, the Minister of Agriculture, Mr. D. Heath- 
coat Amory, and the Parliamentary Under-Secretary of State for 
Commonwealth Relations, Mr. C, J. M. Alport. 

After the President of the Board of Trade had welcomed the New 
Zealand Delegation, Mr. Holyoake outlined the main points which 
New Zealand wished to have considered in the course of the talks 
which will be wide in scope. A further statement will be issued at 
the end of the talks. 


Sweden and Norway 


A NEW PROTOCOL to the trade agreement between Sweden. and 
Norway valid for 1957 was signed in Stockholm and entered into 
force on March 4, 1957. 

In the new agreement account has been taken of the extension of the 
Norwegian O.E.E.C, liberalization list and of the increased scope 
offered by Norway for imports under global quotas. Increased 
Norwegian import quotas have been granted in respect of hard bread, 
sewing machines, domestic earthenware and furniture. Swedish 
imports will include fish and fish products, cellulose chips and 
metals.

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Tariff Classification of Embroidery 
Machines 


THE UNITED STATES Bureau of Customs have issued Treasury 
Decision 54323 published on March 21, 1957, which states that 
Lintz & Eckhardt Model 101 and the Cornely & Cie Model B-5 
embroidery machines, are classifiable under the provision for 
embroidery machines in paragraph 372, Tariff Act of 1930, as modi- 
fied, with duty at the rate of 15 per cent. ad valorem, rather than 
under the provision for sewing machines, not specially provided 
for, in the same paragraph with duty at the rate of 10 per cent. ad 
valorem. 

As this decision results in the assessment of duty at a rate of duty 
higher than that which has heretofore under an 
established and uniform practice, it shall be applied only to such 
merchandise entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption 
after 90 days after the date of publication of the Treasury Decision. 


Duty on Alsike Clover Seed 


AN ANNOUNCEMENT in the Board of Trade Journal on July 23, 
1955, gave details of a tariff rate quota imposed on alsike clover seed 
for the period July 1, 1955, to June 30, 1957. The imposition of the 
quota constituted a modification of a concession under a trade 
agreement. 

At the request of the President the United States Tariff Commission 
on March 14 instituted an investigation to determine whether the 
modification of the concession on alsike clover seed will remain neces- 
sary after June 30, 1957. 


Excise Tax on Coal 


UNITED STATES Treasury Decision (T.D. 54326) states that coal, 
coke made from coal, and coal or coke briquettes imported into the 
United States from Canada and West Germany and entered for 
consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption during 
the period from January 1 to December 31, 1957, inclusive, will not 
be subject to the tax of 10 cents per 100 pounds prescribed in the 
Internal Revenue Code of 1954, Section 4531. 

The Treasury Decision states further that the list of excepted 
countries excludes those countries from which there have been no 
imports of coal or allied fuels since January 1, 1955. Information 
concerning the taxable status of such imports from these countries 
may be obtained from the United States Bureau of Customs.
